Act of Congress Prohibiting Interstate 


Commerce Carriers From Discrimi­ 


nating Against Labor Organizations 


n *ctared Invalid by Supreme Court. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The constitu­ 
tionality of tlj^e act of congress of June 
1, Ls98, prohibiting railroad companies 
engaged in interstate commerce from 
discriminating 
against 
members 
of 
labor organizations in the m atter of 
employment, was called into question 
by the case of William Adair vs. the 
Lnlted States, which was decided b;i 
the supreme court 
of 
the 
United 
States favorable to Adair. 
The opin­ 
ion was by Justice Harlan and held 
the law to be repugnant to the Con 
st it ut ion. 
The court held that Adair, as mas­ 
ter mechanic of the Louisville and 
Nashville 
Railroad company, had a 
right 
to discharge an employe be 
cause he was a member of a labor or 
ganizatlon just 
as it was 
the em 
ploye’s right to quit such employment 
because of his membership in such 
organization. 
Such a course, t he do 
cision added, might be unwise, hut 
regarded as a mere m atter of right, 
there could he no doubt. 
Congress 
could not, under the Constitution, an 
thori/.e a violation of contracts under 
the 
guise of 
protecting 
interstate 
commerce.

IMPORTANT 
TO 
RAILROADS 


Conference Held Between T h e ir Offi­ 
cers and Commerce Commission. 
Washington, Jan. 2 8 — Conferences 
nf particular Importance to all th** 
railroads of the country wore held b,v 
the operating vice presidents of twelve 
or fifteen great 
lines of American 
railways 
with 
President 
Roosevelt 
and subsequently with the interstate 
commerce commission. 
The 
railroad Officials represented 
by authority practically all of the Im­ 
portant railway lines of the country. 
Thm presented to tlie president, and 
subsequently to the Interstate com­ 
merce commission, a request that an 
amendment be recommended to con­ 
gress to the act “to promote the safety 
of tie* employes and travelers upon 
railroads 
by limiting the hours of 
service of employes thereon.” 
The delegation pointed out to the 
president that the act referred to is 
to become effective March 4, next. 
It 
limits the hours of duty of telegraph­ 
ers and such other railway’ employes 
as may he engaged In transmitting 
train orders. 
Commonly the act Is 
known as i he nine-hour law. 
The delegation presented to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt arguments in support 
of an extension of the time when the 
law should go into effect. 
After some

the Czar. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 28.—A startling 
report is current both in St. Peters­ 
burg and in Helsingfors that the em­ 
peror had decided upon the partition 
of Finland, annexing to Russia the 
dis!rid of Viborg, which formerly was 
8 part of the empire, and sending an 
army corps to the grand duchy of Fin­ 
land to overawe any protest. 
The 
plan, according to the report, would 
involve the retirement of Nicholas N. 
Gerhard, the governor general of Fin­ 
land, and the appointment of General 
Von Boeckman, the former aide of 
Count Bobrikoff, the governor general 
of Finland who was assassinated in 
1904. 
This report is strengthened by 
the publication in the Novoe Vremya 
of an article defending such a step 
as being in the hest interests of Rus­ 
sia. 
Inquiry, however, in well Informed 
circles, both 
Russian and 
Finnish, 
fails to show that such a decision has 
been taken or is contemplated by the 
emperor, although the project exists 
and is strongly advocated by the party 
opposed to Finland, who wish to re­ 
vert to I he Russification polic y. 
The retirement of Governor General 
Gerhard, who throughout his term of 
office has steadfastly defended Fin­ 
nish rights against the intrigues at the 
court of those opposed to the Finns, 
is the most probable part of the story. 
His resignation, as already reported 
in these dispatches, is imminent and 
he holds his position by a slender 
thread.

F ra n ce’s Prestige. 
Paris, Jan. 28.—None of the sensa­ 
tional surprises anticipated in connec­ 
tion with Moroccan debate have oc­ 
curred. 
M. Plclion, minister of for­ 
eign affairs, speaking for the govern­ 
ment, showed plainly that the cabi­ 
net, without ignoring, prefers not to 
discuss the Delcasse incident, which 
aroused sinh a storm of vituperation 
beyond the Rhine and such high praise 
across the channel. 
He went no fur­ 
ther than to register an energetic pro­ 
test against the idea that the restora­ 
tion of France’s prestige was due to 
the ex-minister. 
“The foreign policy of France,” he 
said, "is not the work of one man, one 
party, or one government. 
France 
has recovered her place, lost In the 
catastrophe of 1871, as the result of 
thirty-seven years of republican ef­ 
fort. 
The Russian alliance was de­ 
sired from the beginning; the Anglo- 
French entente was welcomed by all 
parties; we brought about a rapproache- 
ment with Italy, tightened the bonds 
with Spain, concluded an accord with 
Japan, aided in the establishment of 
the Russo Japanese relations and dis­ 
sipated Anglo-Russian misunderstand­ 
ing and thus restored France to her 
place in Europe. 
Our policy was not 
directed against any one or to isolate 
any one; it was conceived solely In 
the interest of peace of the world.” 
M. Pichon's strongest words in con­ 
nection with Morocco, which were re­ 
ceived with cheers on all sides, were: 
“France, 
on 
account 
of Algeria, 
could never permit the international 
ization of Morocco.” 


A ct of Congress Prohibiting Interstate 


Commerce C arriers From Discrimi­ 


nating Against Labor Organizations 


Declared Invalid by Suprem e Court. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The constitu­ 
tionality of tl^e act of congress of June 
I, 1898, prohibiting railroad companies 
engaged in interstate commerce from 
discriminating 
against 
members 
of 
labor organizations in the matter of 
employment, was called into question 
by the case of William Adair vs. the 
United States, which was decided by 
the supreme court 
of 
the 
United 
States favorable to Adair. 
The opin­ 
ion was by Justice Harlan and held 
the law to be repugnant to the Con­ 
stitution. 
The court held that Adair, as mas­ 
ter mechanic of the Louisville and 
Nashville 
Railroad company, had a 
right 
to discharge an employe be 
cause he was a member of a labor or 
ganization just 
as it was 
the em­ 
ploye’s right to quit such employment 
because of his membership in such 
organization. 
Such a course, the de 
cision added, might he unwise, but. 
regarded as a mere m atter of right, 
there could be no doubt. 
Congress 
could not, under the Constitution, an 
thorize a violation of contracts under 
the 
guise of 
jirotecting 
interstate 
commerce. 
Justice McKenna delivered a dis 
seating opinion favorable to the law, 
in which he said the court’s decision 
proceeds along very narrow lines.

Chicago, Jan. 28.—More than a score 
of firemen were hurt and as many 
more escaped injuries or death atter 
thrilling experiences in a fire which 
destroyed the Mayer building, a seven- 
story brick building, and the Hote 
Florence. 
The loss, it is believed, 
will amount to $900,000. 
Fanned by a forty-mile gale the fire 
scattered burning embers about the 
southern portion of the loop district, 
endangering a score of structures.

Eveleth & Ingalls, $10,000, 
building loss, $80,000. 


Conference Held Between T h e ir Offi­ 


cers and Commerce Com m ission. 
Washington, Jan. 28.—Conferences 
af particular importance to all the 
ra'lroads of the country w-ere held by 
the operating vice presidents of twelve 
or fifteen great lines of American 
railways 
with 
President 
Roosevelt 
and subsequently with the interstate 
commerce commission. 
The 
railroad officials represented 
by authority practically all of the Im­ 
portant railway lines of the country. 
They presented to the president, and 
subsequently ■ to the interstate com­ 
m e r c e commission, a request that an 
amendment be recommended to con­ 
gress to tile act “to promote the safety 
of the employes and travelers upon 
railroads 
by limiting the hours of 
service of employes thereon.” 
The delegation pointed out to the 
1 president that the act referred to is 
' to become effective March 4, next. 
It 
limits the hours of duty of telegraph­ 
ers atid such other railway employes 
as may be engaged in transm itting 
J train orders. 
Commonly the act is 
known as the nine-hour law. 
The delegation presented to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt arguments in support 
of an extension of the time when the 
law should go into effect. 
After some 
informal discussion the president re­ 
ferred the committee to the interstate 
commerce commission, that body un­ 
der the law apparently having the 
necessary authority to accede to the 
wishes of the committee if the request 
were deemed proper. 
The delegation conferred with Chair­ 
man Knapp and Commissioners Prouty 
and Cockrell, the only members of the 
body now in the city. 
No proposal in 
definite form was submitted to the 
commission, but the subject was dis­ 
cussed in an informal way. 
The com­ 
mission took no action, but has the 
m atter under consideration. 
Tt is expected that the interstate 
commerce commission either will ex­ 
tend the time limit of the effective­ 
ness of the law itself or join wit Ii 
President Roosevelt in making such 
recommendation to congress as may 
be deemed necessary.

Ed White, father of Mrs. C. D. 
McKay and half brother of I. U. and

Sully in the campaigns out through the 
bad lands and the Yellowstone valley, 
and tells some very interesting stories 
of his expel ience in the army on the 
frontier, as well as some good stories 
at his own expense. 
He came into

his ears with the remark that he had 
frozen them every winter except two, 
in fifty years, and those two he did not 
go out of doors. 
Ike began to laugh 
and asked him if he remembered what 
the nigger said about them, at which 
Mr. White laughed and told the story. 
In the winter of 1871-2 he and I. U. 
were working for their father who had 
the contract to look after the bridges 
and buildings between Fargo and Du­ 
luth.

One day the colored gentle­ 
man said to Mr. White: “ Say, Mistah,

and Mr. White did no pursue the ques­ 
tion further. 
Like the rest of the family he enjoys 
a joke even on himself and tells the 
story with a relish. 
He added that 
though he always froze his ears, up to 
within a year or two, he could drive all 
day with a pair sf buck gloves on his 
hands when the thermometer was down 
in the forties below the nothing mark.

Washington, Jan. 28,- The propriety 
of perpetuating in the penal code« pen­ 
alties against persons engaged In the 
slave trade waa tbe subject of an In­ 
teresting debate In Ihe senate In con­ 
nection with which there was ronsld 
•rable discussion of the question of 
existence of slavery in the 
Philip­ 
pines. 
The old law against slave trade has 
been retained in the code by the com­ 
mittee reiswtlng it, with a change by 
which the word "persons" is substi­ 
tuted for the wor«ls "negroes, mulat- 
toes an«i colored i«ersons.” 
Mr. Hale declared that slavery being 
a thing of the past, all reference to It 
should Ik» taken out of the code. 
Mr. Heybtim, In chnrgo of the bill, 
contended for tbe ret«»ntIon of the 
provision, saving that there are forms 
of slavery other than those that w e r e 
abolished by the Civil war. 
He cite«! 
coo Ho slavery and slavery for Im­ 
moral purposes, which he sab! exists 
in tills country, nn«l said the prohfbl 
Hon would apply to such practices. 
He added thnt he ba«l hoard it charged 
that slavery of the o1d-fnshion«*d kind 
still exists in one of the Islands of the 
Philippine group. 
Mr. Hah* said he was glad the sena 
tor front Idaho had in his researches 
found so good a reason for continuing 
Ibis prohibition against slavery, 
‘‘It is strange,” he said, referring to 
the charge that slavery exists in the 
Philippines, “that 
such a condition 
should «'\isf in view of the optimistic 
accounts from those Islands that we 
ha\«* received.” 
Did Not Suppose It Existed. 
Mr. Hal«» declared, however, that he 
hn«1 ne\«*r supposed slavery existed In 
th< islands after the American occupa 
tlon. 
"I am surprised," asserted Mr. Till 
man. who was quickly on his fe*»t, “to 
hear any senator on the Republican 
side disclaim knowledge of what has 
be«*n notorious since we took posses­ 
sion of ih<* Philippine islands, and 
known t«» exist there.” 
Mr. Tillman said he was still more 
surprised Utat the party which had 
gathered so much glory from the de­ 
struction of slavery In this country, 
and which has absolute control of our 
foreign affairs, had not done anything 
to put an end to ihe slave trade in 
tho 
Philippines. 
"Why 
don’t 
the 
men.” he asked, “who are responsible 
f«»r the Philippine government enforce 
the law?” 
Senator Stone called attention to an 
agreement made by General John C. 
Pales with the sultan of Sulu for con­ 
tinuing slavery and polygamy. 
“ We have even gone farther,” Mr. 
Tillman sahi. "and have given sala­ 
ries to the sultan and his dattos.” 
Mr. Hale again said that if these 
monstrous 
conditions 
exist 
in 
the 
Philippines and receive the sanction 
of this government or of the senate, 
the fact had certainly not been ap­ 
preciated by him. 
Mr. Hale asked that the paragraphs 
relating to slavery he passe«! over In 
order that full information might he 
receive«! concerning it, and Senator 
Hoyhurn agreed to that plan.

caused such vehement pains that they 
fell Into fever, convulsions and other 
mortal accidents. 
In most of them, 
moreover, when the s«*ar f«*ll off there 
came fresh bleeding, which must again 
be stanched with the cauteries. 
So 
that for many healing was impossible, 
j and they had Jin ulcer to the end of 
their liv«»s, which prevented them from 
I having an artificial limb." 
The idea of abolishing such cruelty 
I by using the ligature occurred to Parc 
in one of ills war journeys, and his 
success went beyond his own expecta­ 
tions. 
Ills other discovery was made 
within a few hours of his joining the 
army. 
It was believed by the surgeons 
of the day that there was poison in a 
gunshot wound, and one of the accept­ 
ed authorities insisted that they must 
( be cauterized "with oil of elders scald­ 
ing hot, mixed with a little treacle.” 
The pain was intolerable. 
It happened 
that at ids lirst treatment of gunshot 
wounds I’are’s oil ran short, and be 
used inst«*a«l "a digestive made of the 
yolks of eggs, oil of roses and turpen­ 
tine." 
To his surprise lie found u«*.xt 
morning that the patients he had thus 
treated were in better condition than 
the olbers. 
"Then I resolved never 
more to burn thus cruelly poor men 
with gunshot wounds."

Mem bers 
of 
Congress 
W ill 
Spend 
M uch Time In Their Offices Instead 
of on the Floor— Grip of Committee 
System Strengthened. 


There is little doubt that the grip of 
•the committee system" on legislation 
will 
Ik» 
strengthened In 
the 
lower 
branch of congress by the recently 
completed olllce building of the house 
of 
representatives, 
says 
a 
special 
Washington correspondent of the New 
Y’ork Post. The influence which this 
building Is to have upon the dally nt 
teudunce of the house Is already ap­ 
parent. 
From this time forward it 
may prove difficult to maintain a quo­ 
rum. and work on the floor will Ik» con­ 
fined to even fewer uieu thun hereto­ 
fore. 
It Is twenty years wince James Bryce 
pointed out what he conceived to Ik.» a 
weakness of the American system of 
legislation in the house. The influence 
of the standing committee has grown 
since Mr. Bryce's criticism of 1888 in 
"The American Commonwealth,” and 
were b«* rewriting that work today 
there Is little doubt that he would cite 
the location of the office quarters of 
representatives ss one reason 
why 
members generally do not take a great­ 
er interest in the proceedings on tho 
floor. 
Lack of space in the cnpitol building 
made it impossible to supply more than 
n limited numl/er of meml/ers with of- 
flce rooms. There are now slxty-om* 
committees of the house, and the chair­ 
man of each of these committees has 
had one or two rooms in the cnpitol 
for office purposes. 
The uew office 
building was completed a few days 
ago, and now each member has at 
least one room. Many of the stnndiug 
committees 
have 
been 
transferred 
from the eapitol to the office building, 
and probably not to exceed thirty com­ 
mittees will have quarters in the capl- 
tol. It is a walk of nearly flve minutes 
from the floor of the bouse to the office 
building. 
The uew member finds out that the 
measure under consideration lias been 
discussed at great length in the com­ 
mittee which reported it. It comes to 
tlie house accompanied by an elabo­ 
rate report, in Which its merits or d«*- 
merits are set out at great length. Pos­ 
sibly hearings on it have been held 
and 
tlmse most in teres ted given a 
chance to speak their mliuls for or 
against it. The anxious listener, fresh 
from his constituents and determined 
to let nothing slip through that will be 
inimical to the people of his district, 
discovers that tiie meml/ers of the 
committee that reported the bill are in 
a sense specialists of the problem with 
which it deals. He learns that in de­ 
fending or opposing it these members 
of the committee will l>e probably the 
only ones entitled to speak. Uulesa it 
is a subject that specially interests 
him or has a direct lR»ariug upon some 
Industry or thing in his district he will 
conclude probably that lie does uot 
care to remain for the debate. 
Tims his indifference liegins, and lu 
the end lie will bo found spending lit­ 
tle time on the floor. He will be there, 
of course, when the opposing cham­ 
pions clash in debate on questions di­ 
viding the parties. 
He will b«* there 
when his own committee is lighting to 
sustain its report. 
Probably he will 
not be absent when a particular clause 
in an appropriation bill, in which his 
district is Interested, is reached. 
He 
will 1/e on hand when appropriations 
for rivers and harbors and public build­ 
ings are being made. 
At most other 
times be will permit his associates to 
see to It that the general public weal is 
conserved. 
A southern representative said re­ 
cently that the new o!li«*e building 
would enable him to do twice as much 
work as formerly. 
He had in mind the 
writing of l«‘tt«»rs and the sending of 
documents and seeds to constituents. 
Many members who were always on 
hand at the opening hour now spend 
that hour in their rooms. 
At 1 o’clock 
they drift ov«*r to the eapitol. 
If any­ 
thing of Interest is up f«ir discussion, 
they may remain, but usually their 
visit to the eapitol is not to spend time 
on tin» floor, but to visit the house res­ 
taurant. 
Giving each representative an office 
room has one advantage. 
It makes it 
[ reasonably easy to "locate” the where­ 
abouts of a representative. 
Hereto­ 
fore whenever there was a call of the 
house the sergeant at arms sent his 
men scurrying all over tbe city lu 
search of the absentees. 
It was ueces- 
nary for the house officials to kuow 
something about the habits of each rep­ 
resentative, where he was accustomed 
to loaf at a [»articular hour, who his 
intimate friends were, etc. 
Now that 
every member has an office it is likely 
that it will l»e easier to round up the 
absentees. 
If the missing representa­ 
tive is uot in his room, it is more than 
likely his secretary will be able to in­ 
dicate where he can be found. 
This 
applies not only to the house officials, 
but to others who are anxious to see 
representatives 
and 
who 
heretofore 
have found It difficult to know where 
to begin their search.

28.—T he propriety 
of perpetuating in the penal codes pen­ 
alties against persons engaged in the 
slave trade was the subject of an in­ 
teresting debate in the senate In con­ 
nection w ith which there was consid­ 
erable discussion of the question of J 
existence o f slavery in the Philip­ 
pines. 
T he old law against slave trade has 
been retained in the code by the com­ 
m ittee reporting it, with a change by 
which the word “persons” is substi­ 
tuted for the words “negroes, m ulat­ 
toes and colored iiersons.”

Mr. H ale declared that slavery being 
a thing of th e past, all reference to It 
should be taken out of th e code. 
Mr. Heyburn, in charge of th e bill, 
contended 
for the retention of the 
provision, saying that there are forms 
of slavery other than those th a t w ere 
abolished by the Civil war. 
He cited 
coolie slavery 
and slavery for im­ 
moral purposes, which he said exists 
in this country, and said the prohlbi 
lion would apply to such practices. 
He added that he had heard it charged 
that slavery of the old-fashioned kind 
still exists in one of the islands of the 
Philippine group.

Much Time In Their Offioee Inetead 
of on the Floor— Grip of Committee 
Byetem Strengthened. 


There is little doubt that the grip of 
"the com m ittee system ” on legislation 
will 
be 
strengthened in 
the 
lower 
branch of congress by the recently 
completed office building of the house 
of 
representatives, 
says 
a 
special 
W ashington correspondent of the New 
York Post. The influence which this 
building is to have upon the daily at 
tendance of the house Is already ap­ 
parent. 
From this time forward it 
may prove difficult to maintain a quo­ 
rum. and work on the floor will be con­ 
fined to even fewer men than hereto­ 
fore. 
It is tw enty years since Jam es Bryce 
pointed out w hat he conceived to lie a 
weakness of the American system of 


I legislation in the house. The Influence 
of the standing committee has growu 
since Mr. Bryce’s criticism of 1888 in 
“The American Commonw’ealth,” and 
were he rew riting th at work today 
there is little doubt that he would cite 
I the location of the office quarters of 
representatives 
as 
one reason 
why 
members generally do not take a great­ 
er interest in the proceedings on the 
floor. 
Lack of space in the capitol building 
made it impossible to supply more than 
! a limited num ber of members w ith of- 
I flee rooms. 
T here are now sixty-one 
com mittees of the house, and the chair­ 
man of each of these committees has 
had one or tw o rooms in the capitol 
: for office purposes. 
The new office 
building was completed a few days 
ago, aud now each member has a t 
j least one room. Many of the standing 
! committees 
have 
been 
transferred 
from the capitol to the office building, 
aud probably not to exceed thirty com­ 
mittees will have quarters in the capi­ 
tol. It is a walk of nearly five m inutes 
from the floor of the house to the office 
building. 
The new m em ber finds out th a t the 
m easure under consideration has been 
discussed ait great length in the com­ 
mittee which reported it. It comes to 
the house accompanied by an elabo­ 
rate report, in which its merits or de­ 
merits are set out at great length. Pos­ 
sibly hearings on it have been held 
and 
those 
most 
interested given 
a 
I chance to speak their minds for or 
against it. The anxious listener, fresh 
from ills constituents and determined 
to let nothing slip through th at will be 
inimical to the people of his district, 
discovers th a t the members of the 
committee that reported the bill are in 
a sense specialists of the problem with 
w’hich it deals. He learns th at in de­ 
fending or opposing it these m embers 
of the committee will be probably the 


j only ones entitled to speak. Unless it 
! is a subject th a t specially interests 
him or has a direct bearing upou some 
industry or thing in his district he will 
conclude probably that he does not 
care to remain for the debate. 
Thus his indifference begins, and In 
the end he will be found spending lit­ 
tle tim e on the floor. 
H e w ill be there, 
of course, when the opposing cham- 
I pions clash in debate on questions di- 
j viding the parties. 
He w’ill be there 
w’hen his own committee is fighting to 
sustain its report. 
Probably he will 
not be absent when a particular clause 
in an appropriation bill, in which his 
district is interested, is reached. 
He 
w’ill be on hand when appropriations 
for rivers and harbors and public build­ 
ings are being made. 
At most other 
times he will perm it his associates to 
see to it th a t the general public weal is 
conserved. 
A southern representative said re­ 
cently that the new office building 
would enable him to do twice as much 
work as formerly. 
He had in mind the 


i writing of letters and the sending of 
documents and seeds to constituents. 
I Many members w ho were alw ays on 
hand at the opening hour now spend 
.th a t bour in their rooms. 
At I o’clock 
: they drift over to the capitol, 
lf any­ 
thing of interest is up for discussion, 
they may remain, but usually their 
visit to the capitol is not to speud time 
on the floor, but to visit the house res­ 
taurant. 
Giving each representative an office 
room has one advantage. 
It makes it 
reasonably easy to “locate” the where­ 
abouts of a representative. 
Hereto­ 
fore whenever there was a call of the 
house the sergeant at arms sent his 
men scurrying all over the city In 
search of the absentees. 
It was neces­ 
sary for the house officials to know 
Bomething about the habits of each rep­ 
resentative, where he was accustomed 
to loaf at a particular hour, who bls 
Intimate friends were, etc. 
Now that 
every member has an office it is likely 
that It will be easier to round up the 
absentees, 
lf the m issing representa­ 
tive Is not in his room, it is more than 
likely his secretary will be able to in­ 
dicate where he can be found. 
This 
applies not only to the house officials, 
but to others who are anxious to see 
representatives 
and 
who 
heretofore 
have found it difficult to know where 
to begin their search.

My father was twenty-four at the 
tim e of enlisting and as handsome a 
young fellow as could lie found any­ 
where.

His free colonial life had developed 
his strength and prowess to au ex­ 
traordinary degree. 
He was a verita­ 
ble American horse lad, a cowboy. Hi* 
skill with gun aud pistol w’as the envy 
of St. Georges and .lunet, and his 
muscular strength became a proverb la 
the army. 
More than once he amused 
him self in the riding school by passing 
under a beam, grasping It with his 
arms and lifting his horse between bis 
legs. 
I have seen him do it, and I 
recollect my childish amusement when. 
I saw him carry tw o men standing 
upon his bent knee and hop across the 
room with these two men on him 
I 
saw him once in a rage take a branch 
of considerable toughness iu both his. 
hands and break it between them by 
turning one hand to the right and the 
other to the left. 
A few years later the gallant h ussar 
w as a brigadier general aud perform ­ 
ing feats of valor which earued him. 
the title of “the H oratius Codes of 
the Tyrol.” 
Best of all we like the 
son’s description of H oratius’ storm ­ 
ing of Mont Cen is; 
The climbers reached the plateau. 
Although it w as a dark night, the 
long line of soldiers, clothed In blue 
uniforms, could have been perceived 
outlined against tile snow from th e 
fort. 
But my fa th e r had foreseen this 
contingency; each m an had a cotton, 
cap aud a shirt rolled up in his knap­ 
sack. 
This w as the ordinary dress 
my father adopted a t night when h e 
hunted chamois. 
They reached the foot of the palisades 
w ithout having roused a single chal­ 
lenge. 
The men began climbing the 
palisades as

them ; but, thanks to my father’s her­ 
culean strength, he thought of a better 
and quieter w ay—namely, to take each 
man by the seat of his trousers and 
the collar of his coat and throw blin 
over the palisades. 
T he snow would 
break the fall and also deaden tho 
noise. 
Surprised out of their sleep 
aud seeing the French soldiers in their 
midst without know ing how they had 
come there, the Piedmontese hardly 
offered any resistance.
